EDITORIALS 

Tonight  the  class  of  1920  hands  the 
Oracle  over  to  our  successors.  Although 
we  have  been  unable  to  publish  many  edi- 
tions during  thei  year  owing  to  the  high 
cost  of  paper  and  the  difficulty  in  secur- 
ing a  printer  at  any  price,  to  do  the  work. 
However,  we  have  tried  to  repay  you  by 
this  edition  and  have  spent  more  than  the 
usual   amount   of  money  on  this  issue. 

In  looking  back  over  our  past  four  years, 
we  can  see  how  we  erred  and  how  many 
faults  could  be  corrected.  We  have  not
